Much hard work on the part of volunteer solicitors 
• and more generosity on the part of the contributing public 
will be necessary before the Morgan County Community 
Chest goal of S39,000 is reached. 


Latest reports showing $18,429.39 has been pledged, 
are encouraging. That much money could not have been 
subscribed without much activity among the workers and 
a desire of hundreds of contributors to see the campaign 
succeed.
